Mexico City, 
April 
21.—Between 
fifty and a hundred helpless passengers 
were slaughtered by a force of revolu­ 
tionaries or bandits, who held up a 
Guadalajara-Mexico City train Tues­ 
day ^ight. 
After killing the train’s escort of 
fifty soldiers the bandits drenched the 
coaches with gasoline and 
kerosene 
and set them afire. 
As terrified pas­ 
sengers tried frantically to q|imb out 
of 
windows to 
escape 
incineration 
they were shot down. 
The slaughter 
took 
place 
near 
Limon, in the state of Jalisco, about a 
hundred miles northwest of Mexico 
City and twenty-five miles southeast 
of Guadalajara. 
Of the recent outrages, this is de­ 
clared the worst in 
Mexican history. 
The attack came almost without warn­ 
ing. The train was halted while pass­ 
ing through a desolate territory, and 
the attack, some reports have it, was 
t)egun by from 500 to 1,000 armed 
men. 
Short work was made of the mili­ 
tary guard. 
Then the doors of the 
coaches were locked and the torch ap­ 
plied to the oil-soaked wood. 
By the 
light of flames that instantly shot ijp 
the bandits poured fusillades into the 
iwsaenger* as they hunfc half out the 
windows in an attem pt to reach the 
ground. 
First reports reaching Mexico City 
said that all the passegers had been | 
killed, but President Calles later re­ 
ceived information that about half of 
them had escaped. 
The presidential 
office also received report* that three 
or four Catholic priests had led the at­ 
tacking party, characterized by the 
government as “rebels” numbering a 
little more than 200. 
The railroad authorities were of the 
belief that the train carried from IOO 
to 200 passengers and their estimates * 
were that beween IOO and 160 persons 
were killed or injured. 
Former President Obregoris 'laugh- j 
ter, Coquita, the wife of an army offi- j 
cer, Col. Ponce de Leon, is reported

as compared with the actual 2,206 in 
1925, while on the French standard of 
safety, the number of grade fatalities 
in the United States should have been 
less than 400.” 
According to the American Motor­ 
ist, the answer to this striking dis­ 
parity is found largely in the much 
great* r degree of protection afforded 
m otorists at grade crossings in the 
European countries selected for the 
purpose of comparison. 
“ For out of 232,755 grade crossings 
used by m otorists 
in 
the 
United 
States only 27,161 have protection in 
any shape, manner or form ,” accord­ 
ing to the A. A. A. statem ent, “thus 
having 206,594 entirely unguarded. 
On the other hand, out of 32,500 grade 
crossing used by m otorists in France, 
26,000 arc thoroughly protected, leav­ 
ing only 5,640 unprotected. 
“ In other words, only eight per 
cent of the grade Crossings in the 
Gritted States are protected, as com­ 
pared with eighy per cent in France. 
G reat Britain makes an even better 


gent than foreign motorists and there 
is no reason to believe that they are 
more reckless. 
The odds are against 
them in this particular m atter.”
